A weekly payroll of $14,750 Is 
being paid to 2H!i employees by 
nine Sierra Madre Induatries this 
week, a current survey reveals. 

Plans for future expansion of 
most of these plants, and the 
upward production trend, indi¬ 
cate that the current rate of a 
three-quarter million dollar an¬ 
nual payroll in the city Industries 
will soon be exceeded, 

A growing demand for the out¬ 
put of the local potteries, mach¬ 
ine works, gift Industries and 
wholesale nurseries Is resulting 
in a market for more employees 
by several of the firms, officials 
•say. 

In response to questions about 
the amount of wages paid out by 
Sierra Madre’s new and grow¬ 
ing industries, and the number 
of people employed, the Sierra 
.Madre NKWS this week com¬ 
pleted the survey of local plants. 
These figures reveal that Sierra 
Madre, once exclusively a resi¬ 
dential city, Is becoming a mecca 
for small high cla-ss industries, 
which are stabilizing the city's 
economy, and making a growing 
contribution to city tax revenues.

A petition from Sierra Uadre 
city employees for re-submission 
of the rejected retirement plan 
for city employees at the general 
election in November was read 
at a regular meeting of the city 
council Tuesday evening. 

The petition further requested 
that the measure be placed on 
the ballot in such a way that 
the voters’ decision on U wlU 
be mandatory, instead of advisory 
am was Proposition No. 2 which 
was overwhelmingly approved at 
the April 9 city election, and 
rejected by the city council on 
August 13. 

All city councilmen present sit 
the session expressed willingness 
to place such a mandatory re¬ 
tirement measure on the ballot, 
but expressed doubt as to the 
po.ssiblJity of getting the meas¬ 
ure on the November ballots. 

City Attorney Thomas A. Rey. 
nolds informed the council that 
the retirement measure could not 
meet the deadline for the general 
election in November, and stated 
that if no county elections were 
scheduled in the next few months 
the only alternative would be 
calling a special election to con¬ 
sider the proposition. 

The petition was tabled until 
the next regular council meeting, 
until city officials can confer with 
the county Board of Supervisors 
as to future county election dates. 

Action was also taken by the 
council authorizing a survey to 
determine cost to the city of par¬ 
ticipation in the propos^ retire¬ 
ment program. 

Councilman John Froehlich ex¬ 
pressed his willingness to re-sub¬ 
mit the retirement plan in a 
city election, but stated that the 
new measure should specifically 
state what the city employee.^ ex¬ 
pect. 

Approval for the opening, of 
bids for paving Ramona Avenue 
was voted unanimously by the 
council, and a resolution was a- 
dopted accepting the plan for the 
Ramona Avenue improvement as 
drawn up by City Knginecr .Tos- 
eph Hurley. 

Police Chief Gordon G. Mc¬ 
Millan. reporting on a complaint 
about the need for a two-way 
stop sign at Park and Mariposa 
Avenues, stated that the inter¬ 
section wa.s no more dangerous 
than many other intersections 
within the citv, and recommended 
placing a "Slow” sign at that 
comer. He also urged a sura-ey 
of the entire city to determine 
the need for elimination of shrub¬ 
bery and other things obstructing 
the' \icw .at street intersections.

percentage of Juvenile, 25. The 
gain for the month over last year 
was 308.4. For borrower’s privi¬ 
leges 49 registered and 15 re¬ 
registered.

guest, and Inspected the several 
portraits of Wordsworth which 
adorned the walls of different 
rooms. It Is always something of 
a pleasant shock to discover that 
famous men. especially literary 
men, did not come into the world 
wearing the side-whiskers and 
full beards which ii.suallv adorn 
the portraits by which they are 
chiefly known! There were por¬ 
traits here of Wordsworth as a 
voung revolutionist—looking any¬ 
thing but dangerous, however. And 
I noted on the wall of his library 
some framed pages of the manu¬ 
script of Matthew Arnold’s "Soh- 
rub and Rustum". There were 
also reminders of that perfect 
brother-sister relationship — a 
marriage of true minds—which 
exi.sted for so many happy years 
between William and his sister 
Dorothy. These included Dorothy’s 
work-basket in Dorothy’s bed¬ 
room. Hinged windows opened out 
of the gray stone walls, framed 
cozilv with woodbine and honey- 
•suckle, and behind the house a 
little garden of flowers and 
shrubs sloped upward to a sum¬ 
merhouse looking out across the 
lake. Tnily a poet’s nest, fit for 
dreams “whose dwelling Is the 
light of .setting suns”— though 
the poet who loved Nature first 
and Man afterward had already 
heard "the still, .sad mu.sic of 
humanity.”

associations that I am sure I 
have often failed to gather the 
essence of the Past and its Il¬ 
lustrious Persons in my first and 
only visit to Famous Places. 
Thus, in my kaleidoscopic visit 
by fast motor to the country and 
the haunts of Southey, Coleridge, 
De Quincey. and Wordsworth, all 
in three days, I realize now that 
what then .seemed to me vivid bits 
of reality associated with the lives 
of these men of literature were 
indeed but faded wraiths from 
the Past, probably far removed 
from the Actual. To achieve the 
latter, it would be necessary to 
return again and again to those 
haunts, with biographies, maps, 
and the actual literary works cre¬ 
ated there, in hand--and most 
of all to listen to the Voices of 
the Past, in solitude undisturbed 
by the clamorous claims of mod. 
emity. 

But here are the highlights of 
what we did and what we saw 
as we ran smoothly from place 
to place, getting In and out ot 
our modest touring car and out 
from under the laprobe woven 
of the native woolen in the gray, 
white, purple and yellow of the 
native landscape. A few miles 
north from Windermere, past 
Ambleside we glimpsed the lovely 
-stretch of Rydal Water and In- 
-snected Nab Cottage, built In 
1702, where lived Hartley Coler¬ 
idge, and De Quincey, whose ex¬ 
periments with "opium eating” 
resulted in such Intere.sting liter¬ 
ature. Here. too. I isolated my¬
